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As our social and political iustitutions can be sustained and perpetuated, 

. only by the general virtue and intelligence of the community ; it is our indis- 
pensable duty, as members of one great political family, and guardians of the 

c generation which will soon fill our places on the active theatre of life; to 
make such. proyision for instruction, as will qualify our youth to discharge 
the important trust which will be committed to their eare. Our youth can be 
considered id no other light, than as children of the state, having a common 
interest in the preservation of, and in| the benefits to be derived from,- our 
free institutions—and posséssing also, whether rich or poor, equal claims up- 
on our patriotism, our liberality and our justice. . It is, therefore, our para- 


mourit duty to place the means for obtaining instruction and information,’ 


equally within the reach of all. „The act to provide for the support of com- 
mon.schools, passed at the last séssion of the General Assembly, although, in 
some respects, an improvement upon the laws previously in force, seems to 
fall short of carrying into full effect the benevolent intentions of the General 
Assembly—an equal benefit to all, from the apportionment of the money rais- 
ed for the support of schools. "This arises, principally, from the unequal sizes 
of the different school districts, and from the discretion given to the districts 
to raise money. The great inequality in the number of scholars, in different 
districts, produces a like inequality in the amount of schooling. Whilst some 
districts contain from eighty to one hundred scholars, others, not unfrequent- 
ly, contain only from twenty to thirty ; and as.the public money is distributed 
aecording.to.the number of scholars, the opportunities for acqniring instruc- 
tion will be alike disproportioned. he power given to districts to raise 
money is, frequently, from parsimony, want of ability, or from other causes 
operating upon a majority of the district, but sparingly exercised. It is be- 
lieved that_thése evils may be avoided, and the opportunities for receiving inp 
struction rendered nearly equal to all, by requiring the towns to arrange theiy 
several school districts, so as'to contain, as near as possible, a similar number 
of scholars; and directing the selectmen, instead of three cents on the dollar, 
to ássess such an *mount on the list, as will, including any school fund such: 
town may possess, amount to a definite sum on each scholar; which sini 
oaght to be sufficient ta provide the necessary schooling,:in each district, for 
the year. With these alterations, it is believed, the provisions of the act of 
the last sessjon of the General Assembly would be productive of the miost 
beneficial effects. i 6 

* For seyeral years past, petitions for the incorporation of banks, have been 
presented to the General Assembly ; and it is probable that similar petitions 
will be presented at the present'sessioh. It is conceded that, in commercial 
towns, banks are necessary, if not indispensable ; and that the various opera- 
tions of commercial transactions, requiring the frequent use and interchangé 
of large sums of money, could hardly be effected, without the aid and facili- 
ties afforded by these institutions. Yet, in an inland country, almost exclu- 
sively ágricultural, the necessity for banks is considered as ‘much more ques- 
tionable, Tt will not be contended that a certain number may not be sustain- 
ed, within this.state, without any material injury to the interests of the peo- 

ple; or that, in some respects, they may not prove beneficial —particularly, 


in supplying a uniform and known circulating medium. But this number has; 


its limits, beyond which, any increase wil prove injurious. And whether 
the number, already established, falls short of, or exceeds those limits, time 
alone must determine. The motives, which influence monied men to apply 


for these incorporations, partake less of patriotism and a desire to benefit the , 


community, than to procure a profitable investment of their money. And so 
long as such investment shall yield a fair profit, so long the property of the 
bank will be owned by men of capital,| who will conduct their concerns in a 
manner, which will preserve tlie reputation of the institution. But ás every 
additional bank, by dividing the business, must, necessarily, dessen the prof- 
its, and, of course, the inducement to hold bank stock; it is to: be feared that 
the stock, when it shall no longer be productive,,. will pass into the hands of 
unprincipled speculators, who, regardless of the interest of the community,

REPORT. . 


To the General Asssembly of the State of Vermont, now in session— 


The subscriber respectfully submits for the consideration of the general 
assembly the following report, and the accompanying exhibit or account cur- 
rent, relative to his proceeding, and the situation of the state prison, ending 
Septembe: 30th, 1828. i eu 

The legislature having at their last session appointed Hon. ‘Thomas Emer- - 
erson and Jedediah H. Harris, Esquires, as a committee to inventory and 
appraise all the property belonging to the state prison, on the 80th day of 
September, 1828, and to settle with the superintendent, and examine the ac- . 
counts, and report the same to this honorable body, 1 deem it unnecessary to 
go into a minute detail of the state prison concerns, further than what relates 
to the labor and the conduct of the prisonersthe.past year, and the encour- 
agement offered of still pursuing the same labors, which have been prosecu- 
ted for several years past. 

I am happy to state, for the information of the legislature, that the Jabor 
of the prisen, for the last year, has exceeded that of the preceding year ; 
and that a larger amount of goods has been woven in proportion to the 
looms employed, than ever before was manufactured in the same time.—' The 
amount of cloth wove the present year is| about one hundred and cighty thou-. 
sand yards,—ten thousand yards of which is double, or twilled goods, and 


= 


' employing fifty-four looms—being six looms less in operation than the pre- 


ceding year. 

The number of convicts confined in the state prison varies from year to 
year: the last year, a less number was committed to prison than the year 
preceding—the number being, on the Ist October, 1828, one hundred and 
twenty-three ; and on the Ist October, 1827, the number was one hundred 
and thirty-four.—From this circumstance, a less number of looms was kept 
in operation. ; 

The'general assembly are sensible that the degree of health, enjoyed by the 
convicts, is not always alike, to compare one year with another ; and although 
there has been no general sickness through the prison, prevailing for the past 
year, yet à greater number there have been of feeble and debilitated cases 
among the prisoners than is usual.—At present the convicts enjoy good health 
with few exceptions. 

The sale for the state prison goods, has, as usual been fair, (but a small 
depression in price.) But owing to the) great scarcity of cash, at the com» 
mencement of the spring sales, 1n Boston and New-York, (where a conside- 
rable portion of our goods are deposited for market) has had a tendency to 
lessen the amount of goods sold than heretofore has been made, yet very fair 
lots in quantity were disposed of; and although the manufacture af prints 
and calicoes is rapidly increasing in tbe United States, I am still sanguine in 
the belief, that by a close attention to thelmarket, by altering the.qualities and 
figures of the goods, the superintendent will be enabled to dispose of all wbich 
can be manufactured at the prison at such prices as to warrant that by a con- 
tinuance of the same, it will result in the most profit to the state to keep the 
looms in operation for the year to come.

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The genera] assembly will, by reference ta the report of the treasurer of 
the state, find that Í have bidén ériabled to prosecute thé inanufüctures, anid 
to meet all expenses which havé accrus for thé last two years at the pria- 
on, without any indebtedness to thé tredstiry, with the exception of about 
$800, being a balance due for beef purchased of Mr. Daniel Douglass, who is 
indebted to the state, aiid for the aniount Of the Sarthe an order was given on 
the tréasurer ; bit owing to the increased quantity of state prison goods now 
on Hünd, ditisold; is the reason why I have thought best to omit drawing upon 
ouf cdrimission merchants for a sum sufficient to pay the $800 before the Ist 
of December next. a , : 

In consequeneé of the law passed by the legislature at their last session, 
(* empowernig the superintendent to pay a sum not exceeding $200 per an- 
rium fór thé support of preaching at the state prison,") 1 have been able to 
prócü?e religious services performed at the prison chapel, on the Sabbath, 
during the past year.—Tlre duties devolving upon the clergymen who have 
officiated in the chapel, have been regularly and faithfully performed, and no 
doubt is entértained, that effects, salutary to the convicts and to the institu- 
tion; have resulted from the moral and religious instruction given by their. 

The amount df money received by the admission of persons to Visit the 
state prison fof thé past year, is $168 67, which sum is passed tu the credit 
of the institution.

In obedience to the requisitions of the act, entitled “an act to provide for 
the support of common schools,” passed Nov. 9, 1827, the commissioners of 
common schools respectfully report, that a meeting of the board was holden 
at Monipelier, in June last, to take intojconsideration the several subjects 
which came within the scope of their powers and duties. At that time, the 
commissioners, after as full an examination as circumstances would allow, : 
of a considerable number of books received from different parts af the coun- 
try, were induced to propose to the superintending committees in the several .. 
towns, and to the people generally, the following list of books as suitable and 
proper, in their opinion, to be used in common schools in this state, to wit:— | 

For young pupils, —Franklin Primer, Woreester’s Primer. Spelling Books— 
Marshall’s Spelling Book, Hazen’s do. Emerson’s Natiopal do. Reading 
Books—Leavitt’s Easy Lessons, Boston Reading Lessons, Pierpont's Nation- 
al Reader, Murray’s English Reader, New Testament, without note or com- 
ment. Geographiyyj—Goodrich’s Outlines of Modern Geograph y: W oodbridge’s 
Geography. English Grammar—Murray’s Grammar, N utting’s Grammar, 
Greenleaf’s Grammar Simplified. History Goodrieh's History of the United 
States, Hale’s do Whelpley’s Compend, Tytier’s Elements of History, Wor- 
cester’s do. Arithmetic—Smith’s Practical and Mental Arithmetic, Adame’ 
New Arithmetic, Thompson’s New Arithmetic. 


The above list was published in all, or most of the newspapers in this state. 
The commissioners have since deemed it proper to add to the same (for young 
pupils) Lamb's Primer, which is now publishing. ~ : 

The duty of the commissioners in ‘this tesuene is merely advisory. They 
are directed “to propose a list of school books from .which.they shall advise 
the superinteading committees.to select.the hooka.to be used' in.the common 
schools in.their respéctive towns.” In making the selection above stated, . 
they were governed principally by two consideratians—that mont of ype said 
books were already in extensive use, and might be easily obtained in the dif- 
ferent sections of the state; and that they were well adapted, in design and 
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execution, to the purposes of common sehool. education. `

conimissioners, to'e place ‘in our primary ‘schools. 


It is'seürcely necessary to remark, that many of the scheol-books which are 
more‘or less used, but which-are not included:in-the above list, possess:no in- 
consitdrable ‘degree of merit: But it ‘was ‘necessary to fnüke:a selection’; ‘and, 
moreover, the -stiperintending committees are at full liberty tö exercise their 
own judgment in recommending'books to-their respective towns. 

‘By ‘the sixteenth:section of the school act-of the lust session, it is made the 
duty of the bdard of commissioners “to examine -into:the:uperation of, and 
the effects :produced:by, the laws:of ‘this :state for the support’ of common 
schouls ; and if,-in their opinion, any nlterations in:the said laws have beconre 
necessary, to specify the:same;" -In fulfilment of this duty, tbe commission- 
ers ure induced, from an examination of the-provisions of the said ‘act, respect- 
fully:to recommend to the legislature the‘repeal-of the fourth section of the 
same, which authorizes‘the superintending committees in each town-to direct 
and determine-the class:books to'be used' in the respective classes in the sev- 
eral schools, Could this provision be faithfully and judiciously-executed, the 
commissioners entertdin no doubt that the effects would: be most.salutary up- 
on'the' character and: progress-of ourschools. The propriety and -wisdoni of 
this -coutse are thought to be clearly evinced by -the example of the higher 
seminaries of learning. In alinost'evety ‘academy ‘and college in the United 
States, class-books are regulated and ‘prescribed by-the instrücter'or the exe- 
cutive faculty. - If, for instance, -half a dozen:speliing/ books are’ brought into 
school, -each having its:peculiar‘ arrangement or order of -the ‘spelling ‘and 
reading lessons, and ‘a different'stàndard of-pronunciation;‘and the teacher be 
compelled, :as-he certainly will be, to separate the scholars of that grade into 
six classes, solely on-account of: the difference. between their. books, it is very 
obvious ‘that-a much: greater amount of ‘labor‘and time, and consequently 
money, will be-required:to instruct them, than if they were‘all arranged in one 
or'two classes ; ‘and a further serious disadvantage is, that the: pupils are de- 
prived of the benefit:of hearing: each. other read, snd: of attending to the cor- 
rections and: suggestions of the instructer. -Sirmilar-observátions ‘might be 
made in-relation to the classes im grammar, geography and arithmetic, — 

But, independently of the embarrassment:and difficulty which. might attend 
the exercise'of this power by-the several: éommittées, the: commissioners nre 

Jed-to'believe, from facts within their: knowledge, that this feature of the près- 
ent:system ‘is:peculiarly obnoxious and. -inacceptable to the people. As the 
‘superintending :committees -are chosen‘directly- bythe’ ‘towns, -and “must be 
‘supposed to’ know ‘and respect the -opinions.and wishes of" the inhabitants, 
‘their fmmediate. constituents, it may-reasonably be’ presumed that their'ad- 
'vice:or recommendation ‘in relation to: a selection of books, ‘will carry along 
with it'amauthority little inferior to that of an imperative-order or direction. 

“No system ‘of common:-school instruction canbe of lasting or essential: ben- 

'efit'to the state, unless-it receive-thé cordial co-operation and-support-of pa- 
-rents and, instructers: "But:so generally diffused through the great mass of 
‘the community is the‘sense of personal, as‘well-as political independence, and 
‘so sleepless is the jealousy of ‘arbitrary power, which is" almost instinctive in 
the popular. mind, ‘that ‘the attempt, however well intended, .to dictate aud 
prescribe the books to‘hetsed in our cómimon ‘schools,: is regarded by many 

-as'aninvásion of the right-of private judgnient, and, consequently, as-incom- 
patible with the genius of our free institutions. And though-an aceurate 
-elassification:;of séholürs according to'tháir attainments and studies, “and a 
‘uniformity ofat least elementary books, seeni to be indispensably necessary to 
‘the-complete:success'of any method-or system of instruction; yet, under'exist- 

‘ing circumstances, the commissioners are unanimouüus:in the: belief, that the'in- 
terests: of ‘our ‘common schools'will- be: promoted b»: a'repeal of the’séction 
under consideration. : 
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The school act, passed at the last session, was, in its most important prò- 
visions, an experiment. So short a time has elapsed since it went even into 
ponia operation, that the commissioners have heen able to obtain but very 
imited information of its tendency and effects. They have, however, the 
fullest canfidence in thé utility and practicability of the system of which it was 
intended to Jay the foundation. The regulations and experience of other 
states and countries may be cited in confirination of the views of the last le- 
gislature. The most material provisions in our school-laws will be found, on 
examination, to correspond with those of many of our neighbouring states, 

Every man who pays taxes for the suppart of schools, must feel, and be 
willing to acknowledge, the importance of adopting some mode by which 
economy in the expenditure of the public monies may be secured, competent 
and faithful teachers provided, and a sense of responsibility in the instructera, 
and a spirit of emulation in the pupils, may| be excited, and, from day to day, 
renewed and increased. ‘To the accomplishment of this object, our present 
system is thought by the commissioners to be well adapted. ‘The duties which 
it enjoins upon the superintending committees are of the most important 
character, and are believed to be intimately connected with the progress and 
respectability of our schools. From every applicant for the office or situation 
of an instructer, the committees are required to exact satisfactory evidence, 
that he possesses a good moral character, the literary qualifications necessary 
for teaching, and a capacity for the government of a school. , 

No rational and intelligent man, it is confidently believed, will question the 
advantages to be{derived from pursuing this course in the selection of a teach- 
er, What parent, entertaining a just sense of the importance of early educa- 
tion, and reflecting that the impressions which his child receives at school— 
the habits and associations, moral and intellectual, which it forms-—all that it 
sees, hears and learns, must exert an incalculable influence on its future life, 
its character, pursuits and happiness, would willingly forego or dispense with 
any of the above named qualifications? Surely none. But it is very obvious 
that the majority of the parents and guardians, cannot, without great perplex- 
ity and delay, be enabled, by personal examination, to decide upon the fitness 
and capability of applicants. Hence the |necessity of a committee for this 
purpose ; for the commissioners cannot but repeat, that nothing can be more 
absurd than to say that it is not material tojinquire what are the habits, mor- 
al character, literary acquirements and aptitude to teach, of an instructer; 
but that the only point to be ascertained is pt how cheap a rate can his servi- 
vices, or rather his time, be engaged. | 

Schools are not self-moving and self-adjusting machines. They cannot be 
successfully conducted without constant vigilance and a scrupulous fidelity 
on the part of those who are entrusted with their care and direction, joined 
to no inconsiderable knowledge of human nature, and, especially, of the ca- 
pacities and dispositions of children, and of the peculiar motives by which the 
youthful mind may be excited and attracted to study and to duty. A good 
scholar is not, necessarily, a skilful teacher. | The iastructer stands in the place 
ofthe parent. His office requires a delicate, yet firm exercise of parental au- 
thority, combined with a deep and lively ipterest in the improvement of his 
pupils, and a thorough practical acquaintance with the most effectual method 
. of communicating knowledge. That an experienced is better than an inerperi- 
enced teacher, is a proposition to which noi man will refuse his assent. And 
yet how frequently does it occur, that, in procuring a person to take charge 
ofa y expe this distinction is wholly disregarded, and he, who is not qualifi- 
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p 
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ed by experience or study, is preferred to óne who enjoys the advantages of 
both, solely because he will undertake to teach for some eight or ten dollars 
per month ! 

The commissioners would not be understood to intimate that no person is 
competent to teach, who haa not received à liberal education, but they intend 
to say that no one should be permitted to take charge of a school, who is not 
thoroughly and systematically versed in the branches wherein instruction is 
required. So indispensably necessary is it; considered, in some of the states, 
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that the conductors of primary schools should possess the peculiar qualifica- - 
tions requisite to a proper discharge of their responsible trust, that attempts ` 
have been made to establish institutions designed exclusively for the educa- 
tion of teachers. DN MAE EC l l 
The other branch of the duties. of the superintending committees is consid- 
ered by the commissioners to have a direct and important bearing upon the’ 
condition and improvement of our schools. They are required to visit each 
of the district schools in their respective towns, at different times, “ without 
* giving previous notice thereof to the instructers,”—“ for the purpose of ma- 


“ king a careful examination of the schools, of seeing that the scholara are ` - 


“properly supplied with books, of inquiring into the regulations and disci- 
* pline of such schools, and the habits and proficiency of the scholars therein.” 
The parents and friends of the pupils seldom visit a school, and less frequent- 
ly examine into, or attempt to control or regulate its internal economy. When 
a master is hired, and the school commenced, they usually give themselves: 
little or no further concern about it. However young and destitute of expe- 
rience in the business of teaching the instructer may be, he is generally allow- 
ed to-direct what books shall be studied and used, to class the scholars, and 
to prescribe regulations for the government of the school, in accordance with 
his own whim or fancy. But the beneficial effects of subjecting every school. 
—the teacher, pupils, and its internal regulations, to the supervision of an ih- ' 
telligent and judicious committee, whose visits and examinations shall be 
made without prévious notice, are too obvious to require the aid of argument' 
to illustrate and enforcé them. It will excite emulntion, and a sense of re- 
sponsibility, which cannot fail to make more faithful instrueters and better 
scholars. MNT e 
The cause of education is progressive—its great and legitimate object be- 


ing to prepare and qualify the young by an early discipline of the mind and - 


the heart, for a successful discharge of the duties incident to their respective 
situations in life,—the experience of every age and of every year—the im- 
provements, which, from time to time, occur 1n the various departments of 
science and literature, and the gradual developement of the powers of the 
human mind, suggest and demand corresponding changes in the methods, 
and multiply the facilities of instruction. Bad ‘ e: : 
it cannot be necessary, the commissioners are fully persuaded, particularly 
to urge upon the consideration of the legislature of a “free and sovereign 
people” the vital importance of making ample provision for the support of 
common $cliools. They are the broad and deep fountains from which must 
issue, if at all, the streams of knowledge and virtue, that will ensure strength 
and durability to our political institutions, and give harmony and beauty to all 
the relations of social life. All experience attests the truth of the maxim, that 
intelligence and morality are essential to liberty: Our constitution and all our 
legislative enactments are but recorded expressions of the popular will. Pub- 
lic opinion is the grand lever which moves and controls our whole political 
system. How necessary is it, then, that the publie mind should be enlighten- 
ed, and the tone of the public morals elevated! Love of country may have. 
place in the breast of the savage ;—but there it is a plant which shoots up 
wild and luxuriant like the trees of his native forest. It is an ardent, but 
transient emotion: But patriotism, in the full force and comprehension of that. 
term, can exist only where knowledge is cultivated and diffused—where the 
arts and sciences are cherished. It implies something more than attachnient 
to the soil, merely because it gave us birth, arid yields its bounties to supply 
our physical wants—it is a moral and religious sentiment. It is the strong 
and deep affection which we bear to out country for her laws—for public or- 
der—for the security: of life, liberty, property and character—for her various 
institutions of learning and religion—her schools, churches and asylums—her 
literary and moral associations, and for the innumerable privileges and enjoy- 


ments, which result from a well-regulated social existence. If,then, we would | 


inspire this sentiment in the bosoms of our childrn, we must teach them their 
duty—must show them the relation which they hold to their county....in short, 
15 : 
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we must educate them. From those wha now fill our primary schools, must, 
in a few years, be taken the men to supply our liberal proteanions. and the 
ranks of active life—our rulers, judges ahd statesmen. free: governments, 
the youth are emphatically public property. ‘There devolves, therefore, upon 
those, who are intrusted with. the administration of publie affairs, a solemn 
obligation to fit and prepare the children |of the republic to render the greatest 
possible amount of service to the interests of our common country. 

He well understood the philosophy of the human. mind, and the farce of 
early habits and impressions, in fixing the principles and moulding the char- 
acter of the man who said, “Suffer mejta make your national songs, and I 
care not who makes your laws.” Yet. with how much more truth might this 
remark he made with respect to: our common schools. Here, then, should. be 
taught, iu addition to the ordinary branches of studies, the principles of civil 
liberty, the rights and duties of the citizen, and the fundamental maxims of 
national law. 

To the patriot and the philanthropist, |it is a source of proud satisfaction, 
that the legislature of Vermont has, by repeated acts and resolves, treated 
the education of youth as a matter of high public concern; and has recogni- 
zed the expediency and justice of providing for this important object at the 
public expense. A gchool fund has been established, which is constantly in- 
creasing, and promises, within a few years, to support a school, for some part 
of the year, in every district in the state. The measures which have been 
adopted in the prosecution of this truly patriotic and benevolent design, form 
one of the most prominent and interesting features ef our policy. 

In conclusion, the commissioners cannot forbear to express an earnest wish 
and a confident hope, that, as a member of the family of American republics, 
where the experiment of free government has already more than realized 
the anticipations of its founders, and promises results so auspicious to the in- 
terests of mankind, Vermont, profitting by the lesson which all history ineul- 
cates, that liberal principles cannot be maintained in their purity and vigor, 
unless the people are enlightened, will cherish and protect her seminaries of 
learning, and, espeeially, her common schools, carry home to every family 
and child the means of an education adequate to the common business and 
exigencies of life, and thus, through succeeding generations, present to her 
sister states and the world, the examplejof a free, intelligent, and virtuous 
community. ` :

Sirn—In compliance with the acts of the legislature of this state, passed 
Nov. 9th, 1827, making it tfie duty of the quarter-master-general to take charge 
of the arms delivered this state from the United States, and also to commute 
a portion of the arms due this state from the United States for ordnance, &c. 

I have the honor to report, That the unfinished state of the United States* 
arsenal at Vergennes, has prevented the removal of the small arms, now in 
my possession, until this time: Consequently, the condition and number of 
arms remain the same as reported to the legislature, Oct. 30th, 1827... l 

On the 28th day of February, 1828, I addressed a letter to Col. Bomford, of 
the United States’ ordnance department, on the subject of commuting small 
arms for ordnance ; and on the 5th day of April, 1828, Col. Bomford writes, 
that “a supply of six-pounder iron cannon had been forwarded to Water- 
vleit, and that Maj. 'Tolcott would furnish the cannon required by this state, 
and the balance of small arms, which would be due the state after the com- 
mutation." 

On the 8th day of September, 1828, Maj. Tolcott, in a letter to me, says, 
“that I am directed by Col. Bomford to deliver you twelve six-pounder iron 
cannon as a part of the quota of arms due the state of Vermont.—These can- 
non and small arms are new ready for delivery at any place on tlie navigable 
waters of Lake Champlain.” 

In answer to Maj. Tolcott’s letter, I directed the cannon to be forwarded to 
Vergennes, together with the balance of small arms, which should be due the 
state. And had it not beer for the daily expectation of the receipt of those 
cannon and small arms, ordered from Watervleit, my report would have been 
forwarded sooner. i 

Agreeably to the 5th section of the act of Nov. 9th; 1827, I addressed let- 
ters to the several brigadier-generals of the militia of this state, calling their 
attention to the subject of a return ef the ordnance in their respeetive brig-
